NAZI PLANES ARE REPULSED 


Armed Coastal Vessels

Liberals Will 
Back Policies 
In War Effort 


OTTAWA, Feb. 22.—Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
last night gave a detailed account of the government's war 
efforts and told Canadian voters he and his colleagues were 
“quite prepared to be judged on our record” in the forth- 
coming dominion election, 


In an address over a national network of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation the Prime Minister declared Con- 
servative Leader Manion had named the election issue when 
he called for defeat of the Government, holding the King ad- 
ministration responsible for what he had termed “our unpre- 
paredness and our weak war effort.” 

Mr. Mackenzie King said there was no mistaking Dr. 
Manion's language. “Dr. Manion wishes the government to 
be defeated. He has stated the issue as he sees it. It is the 
government's war record.” 

If Dr, Manion was charging the gavernment had been 
caught unprepared for the defence of Canada his charge was 
“untrue,” the Prime Minister said. 


Manion Never Advocated 


Preparedness For Europe War 


“If he means unpreparedness in peace time for active 
participation by Canada in a European war, in his anxiety to 
condemn the government, he forgets the facts and condemns 
himself. In peace time he never advocated preparedness for 
a war in Europe.” 

Dr. Manion had been silent on that question before the 
war and after, up to the time the Canadian expeditionary 
force was on its way overseas, the Prime Minister said. 

“He knew, as everyone listening to me knows, that 
neither parliament nor the people would have supported ex- 
penditures in peace time to prepare for active participation 
by Canada in a European war.” 


“As a result of the government's peace time prepara- 
tions Canada had been able to give immediate co-operation 
to the British and French Allies when the war started, by 
defending their possessions on this side of the Atlantic. 


Immediately the British government indicated the de- 
sirability of Canadian troops in Europe, the First Division, 
“fully clothed and fully equipped,” was landed in the British 
Isies, the Prime Minister said.

| One more effort would be made 
|by provincial authorities to secure 
a federal inquiry, Mr. Bracken said 
in moving the reply to the throne 
|speech which opened the session 
| Tuesday. If that failed, then the 
| province would make its own plans. 

Premier Bracken said it was the 
| opinion of Manitoba government of. 
| ficials that conditions in the pack- 
ing were such that it was not in 
| the public interest to permit them 
to continue. He charged producers 
| had lost confidence in the market 
to a considerable extent. 

The Premier listed several 
causes of discontent among pro- 
ducers: different percentages used 
to calculate prices for dressed 
carcasses compared with live 
weight; different prices realized 
by different vendors; over-grad- 
ing due to competition in some 
places; the belief that a virtual 
| monopoly existed; differences in 
| Prices for Manitoba hogs compar: 


ed with those for hogs from out- 
side provinces. 

“I am not pre-judging the packers 
| before the facts are established,” 
said the Premier, but Manitoba 
farmers are receiving $1 a hog on 
the-average less than the packers 
paid for the same hogs els>where.

Clearing at 
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Britain and Wheat 


Britain, France and Germany went 


into the present war much better prepared 
in the matter of food supplies than when 
they plunged suddenly into the former 
war in 1914. With the exception of 
Spain, every other large country in Europe 
is better assured on that score than it then 
was. Economically absurd and wasteful 
as they were, policies of self-sufficiency in 
food production have made Europe less 
dependent on imported supplies. It was 
for just such a situation as now exists 
that those policies were adopted and car- 
ried on—at the cost of paralyzing inter- 
national trade and bringing on the de- 
pression. 

There is reason, too much reason to be 
ignored, in the view of Hon. J. G. Gar- 
diner that considerable time will have to 
elapse before Europe begins to feel the 
pinch of scarcity and starts to bid higher 
prices for Canadian wheat and other 
foods, The suggestion, reportedly made 
by Dr. Manion at Regina, that Britain 
could by some hocus-pocus negotiations 
be got to pay $1.50 a bushel for Canadian 
wheat is nonsense. The Minister of trade 
and commerce deflated that balloon when 
he said Britain has never at any time of- 
fered to pay as much as wheat is now sell- 
ing for in Winnipeg. 

Higher prices will come with scarcity, 
but hard-pressed Britain cannot be held 
up when scarcity does not exist. 


Just a Matter of Outlook 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh has taken 
another flight, this time into the strato- 
sphere of philosophic detachment. As he 
sees it from that altitude, there is no ques- 
tion of morals or human rights involved 
in the resistance the Allies are offering to 
the Nazi war of conquest. It is just a 
fight for the possession of territories to 
which Germany is as much entitled as the 
peoples who now hold them, have settled 
them, and made them their homelands. 

He puts it this way: “It is the old story 
in a modern world—the right of conquest 
against the right of possession. Measured 
by their own standards of today, or their 
enemies’ standards of yesterday and to- 
morrow, the Germans are as much in the 
right as the English and French, for right 
is not an absolute quality; it is relative to 
outlook, and outlook changes with condi- 
tions—varies from year to year and from 
generation to generation”. 

What the Colonel seems to be trying 
to tell earth-bound humans from his place 
is that since the Nazis

The more facts have emerged from the 
little cove of Gjossingfjord the clearer it 
has become that the Norwegian authori- 
ties were “gallied” by fear of Nazi ven- 
geance, and in self-defence had to evolve 
an interpretation of neutrality hith- 
erto unknown. 

Contrary to early reports, Foreign Min- 
ister Khot told the Storting the Altmark 
had not been searched by Norwegian offi- 
cials, though it had been boarded and its 
papers inspected, Captain Dau says when 
the inspectors boarded his ship told 
them there were British prisoners below 
and they “seemed satisfied”. 

Then comes the semi-official explana- 
tion that, however others may regard the 
point, it is no matter of concern if armed 
belligerent ships carry prisoners through

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Norwegian waters so long as the prisoners 
are not allowed to go ashore. Norwegian 
waters, it is implied, are not subject to 
one hundred per cent enforcement of neu- 
trality regulations. 

Why in that event Norway should pro- 
test because another armed belligerent 
ship entered its waters and took from the 
first trespasser prisoners in whom Nor- 
way had no interest whatever, is the next 
point for consideration, if the bootless in- 
terchange of irreconcilable views is to be 
continued. 

Since the prisoners are safe in Eng- 
land, the Altmark on the rocks at Gjos- 
singfjord, and the Nazis have not launch- 
ed an air fleet of bombers on Oslo, neither 
party in the three-cornered dispute has 
anything to gain by prolonging the wordy 
war. Norway, it has to be essumed, 
would take the same course again in paral- 
lel cireumstances. For the reason that to 
enforce its neutral rights might incur the 
Nazi wrath. It is safer to argue with Lon- 
don than to defy Berlin. 


Editorial Notes 


Pravda, official organ of the Commu- 
nist party at Moscow, complains there is 
lack of discipline, graft and excessive 
bureaucracy in Russia. In consequence of 
which “goods are rotting” because no one 
takes care of them. Human nature, it 
seems, still exists in Russia. 


The Inglis company is reported to be 
six months ahead of its contract and in 
position to start delivering Bren machine- 
guns in April. That is the answer to Dr. 
Manion’s claim that the contract was given 
to a concern lacking the experience and 
the facilities to deliver the goods. 


The correspondent in London who 
cabled the story about Canada’s “‘loneliest 
soldier’ has undertaken to see that mail 
addressed to the soldier in his care reaches- 
the proper person. The way letters and 
parcels are piling up in the post offices on 
both sides of the ocean suggests the cor- 
respondent will have to buy a truck. 


While the Norwegian authorities were 
arguing that the Atlmark had a right to 
run a cargo of prisoners of war through 
Norway's territorial waters, came word 
that two more Norwegian merchant ships 
had been sunk in the North Sea, one by a 
Nazi submarine and the other by a float- 
ing mine, eighteen sailors being killed or 
drowned. Norwegian seamen must wish 
their Government was a little less lenient 
about Nazi rights in Norwegian waters 
and a good deal more insistent about their 
own right to navigate the open sea under 
protection of international law.

The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


We must not forget the Allies are pledged to 
make a free Poland emerge from the agony of 
this war. So much has happened since that 
nation was broken by the forces of ruthless 
aggression we are apt to forget the martyrdom 
already endured by the oppressed Polish people, 

suffering at once from Nazi 
DIARY OF A BRAVE tyranny and Communist 
POLISH NURSE insolence. Shadows darken 

the political scene. It is 
hard to find out just what is going on in Poland 
today. But while the fog of diplomacy hangs 
over that unhappy land, enough has been made 
public of the suffering of Poland to give her an 
urgent claim upon the compassion and humanity 
of the Allies. In the current issue of The Atlantic 
Monthly, a Polish nurse bears dramatic testi- 
mony in Poland's impeachment of Russia. This 
magazine is not given to the running of atrocity 
stories. The diary deserves serious study. 

The nurse calls her diary “Pages written in 
sleepless nights, in the face of death and shame.” 
Her hospital was en the front line, exposed to 
the shattering impact of the Soviet advance, and 
it enjoyed none of the immunities which should 
guard a non-military objective in war. So 
understaffed was the Polish hospital that she 
had to attend no less than sixty patients. 

Every member of the hospital staff knew 
the Polish troops could not hold out against the 
Russians. Some of them slipped poison into 
their pockets, preferring suicide to anything the 
Russians might do to them, when the inevitable 
defeat burst upon the small hospital. 


“My hospital apron is red with the blood of 
the dead whom we buried.” This sentence, writ- 
ten two days after the Russians had won the 
battle, tells all that need be told about Poland's 
first days of captivity. The Russian troops 
turned their machine-guns upon this Polish 

nurse as she sought to aid a 
WAR ON THE friend escape and bring relief 
MOSCOW PLAN to the beleaguered hospital. 

Hand grenades were thrown 
into the hospital. Fortunately, Russian effi- 
ciency was not equal to their malice, and they 
did less harm than they desired. Even when 
the Russians set fire to the hospital, the blaze 
smouldered out, with only a few charred sec- 
tions of the burnt building testifying to the 
vain fury of the aggressors, 

Not without humor, of a queer macabre sort, 
was the Russian occupation of the hospital. The 
few Polish soldiers who sought refuge in the 
hospital expected to die at any moment, but 
the wit of the nurses gained them a reprieve 
from death. They had these exhausted men 
besmirched with iodine and heavily swathed 
in bandages and then put them to bed as 
patients suffering from a variety of grievous 
ailments. The trick succeeded. 
nd to protect themselves against the Rus- 
the nurses hung up an inscription in 


Russian on their ward reading: “Compartment 


infectious diseases, typhus, smallpox, dys- 
entery.” They were given a wide berth. 

The old Russian zest for booty was evident 
in almost every move the intruders made. They 
sacked the hospital, broke open trunks, seized 
every bit ef clothing and valuables they could 
find. They certainly didn’: act like emissaries 
of opulent Russia sent to free beggared Poland.

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Current Comment 


False Charges 


Not the least deplorable feature of a war- 
time general election is the circulation of false 
rumors, Nothing is more detrimental to the 
national war effort than stories which are fabri- 
cated and circulated for the sole purpose of dis- 
crediting the Administration. 


There was, for example, the charge that a 
British Columbia battalion had crossed Canada 
and the Atlantic dressed in cotton underwear 
and cotton clothing, as a result of which many of 
the soldiers fell sick and were sent to hospital 
because of lack of preparation and lack of vision 
on the part of the Government. 


The Minister of National Defense investigated 
the allegations and found that every man in the 
Seaforth Highlanders, the only battalion which 
had left British Columbia, was issued woollen 
underwear, battle dress and greatcoats before 
leaving British Columbia, and that only two of 
them were taken off the train and put in hos- 
pital. Neither of them suffered from any illness 
attributed to cold or lack of clothing. 

Critics of the government have condemned the 
alleged neglect of soldiers’ dependents and cases 
of distress due to delay in mailing separation 
allowances. Under the law, scores of thousands 
of applications had to be investigated before 
cheques could be issued, and no fewer than five 
thousand applications were rejected because the 
applicants were not legally entitled to any pay- 
ment. Inefficiency or heartlessness cannot be 
condoned, but it must be remembered that the 
Government has no authority to issue pay 
cheques to persons not entitled to them.— 
Toronto Globe and Mail. 


More Than Holding Their Own 


As the war drags on its largely inactive 
record by land, the results of activities on sea 
and in the air make it increasingly clear that 
the Allies are doing far more than holding. their 
own. The British claim that their airplanes are 
Superior to the German is more than borne out 
by the fact that since the war began the R.A.F. 
has shot down fifty-nine German planes over 
the North Sea and coastal areas and has dam- 
aged twenty others so that they were probable 
losses, The enemy's loss is estimated at 200 
flyers and $4,000,000 worth of planes. 

As against this, the British have lost eighteen 
bombers and one coastal reconnaissance plane, 
but not a single pursuit plane. When it is borne 
in mind that the British Air Force has to guard 
nine hundred miles of coastline, while Ger- 
many’s North Sea coast is only a little over a 
hundred miles, and much of this is guarded by 
sea-plane bases on islands situated some distance 
from the land, the ascendancy of the British Air 
Force seems to have been established beyond 
reasonable doubt. 

At sea, while losses naturally continue to pile 
up and will do so as long as a single German 
submarine remains at large or German bombers 
can attack defenceless ships from the air, Great 
Britain has made an average weekly gain since 
the war began of 20,000 tons of merchant ship- 
ping thrcugh new construction, by the capture 
of German ships and by purchase of foreign 
vessels, 

The claims of the German Admiral-in-Chief 
that his submarines have discovered a way to 
outwit convoys and that the latter make no 
difference to the success of the U-Boat campaign 
is proved to be ridiculous boasting by the British 
Admiralty’s official return that, up to date, out 
of 8,284 ships escorted by convoy, only eighteen 
have been lost, and of these only two were neu- 
trals. The sinking of one of the latter was swiftly 
avenged by the destruction of the submarine 
which attacked it—Montreal Daily Star, 


On This Date

Some of our politicians are this year com- 
plaining of having to carry on an election cam- 
paign in mid-winter. I wonder what they would 
have done if they had had to do that very thing 
in 1887, as their grandfathers and some of their 
fathers had? That election for the House of 
Commons ended on February 22, 1887, and had 
lasted from January 15, winter all through, and 
what a winter! I remember because it was my 
first experience in reporting an election in Can- 
ada. Please remember that the Canada of 1887 
was, electorally, practically confined to the east 
end Manitoba, and British Columbia. There 
was only a very sparse population between 
Manitoba and e Rockies, in the Northwest 
Territories, whic cted their first members to 
the House of Commons, four in number, at this 
election. 

My campaigning was confined to the Mon- 
treal district, right in the midst of old Canada, 
yet even there we had to trave! for hours, half- 
frozen, in open sleighs; we had to report open air 
meetings when our fingers became so numbed 
that we could hardly hold our pencils, the while 
wondering how it was that the habitant electors 
were content to stand for hours in sub-zero tem- 
peratures, cheering or booing their haranguers.

Moreover, foods rich in iron gene 
erally possess other virtues, and 
may be counted upon to re-inforce 
the healthfulness of the diet in yet 
other ways. 

Now for a partial list of some cf 
the foods which are good sources of 
iron and which may therefore be 
said to aid in building blood: The 
green leafy vegetables are among 
the best sources of iron in the diet, 
Parsley, spinach, cabbage, and let- 
tuce are helpful. Lean meat, egg 
yolk, and beef or hog liver, all pro- 
iron. Whole wheat, lentils, 
peas (both fresh and dried), and 
lima beans are still other good 
Sources, Tomatoes and citrus fruits 
such as oranges, are aiso good. In 
addition, you will secure iron from 
dried peaches, prunes and apricots, 
Pineapple likewise supplies iron, 
Raisins and apples are still another 
source. 

To obtain the best results, iron 
rich foods should be taken dally, 
as the body does not seem to store 
any very large reserve supply of 
iron, if you except the iron con- 
tained in the red blood cells them- 
selves.
